WAR CORRESPONDENTS’ HEAD- 
QUARTERS, Friday, May 31.—On 
the British front north of the Somme 
to Flanders there is still only gun- 
fire, while the men stand and wait, 
knowing that the-crisis. of the--war 
for \the time being is away on ‘the 
Marne, where some of: their comrades 


fighting. Their. turn. to resist. the 
German onslaught may come’ soon, 
for it is still possible that the enemy 
may. strike in the north unless: he 
decides to shift his full weight to the 
present zone of action in the hope: of 
gaining the road to Paris. 

That decision will depend, no doubt, 
upon his guesswork as.to the strength 
of the French -resistance, which’ he 
will have to face on: the Marne, but 
in any~case it is likely-he will attack 
the main British front in order. ‘to 
hold the divisions where’ they stand. 
Meanwhile’ we, who are waiting. and 
watching, feel something of that ten- 
sion which I remember in the early 
days of, the war before the first battle 
of, the Marne, when jn spite of the 
grave anxiety of the French armies 
and people and of the gallant British 
men of the first expeditionary force 
we had absolute faith that the Ger- 
man hordes Would be checked and 
broken. 

That is our faith now, and after 
nearly four years of: heroic struggle 
and infinite self-sacrifice, the French 
and British troops are not less reso 

to deny, victory to the, enemy than 
were those who chased: them <back 
across.the Marne in 1914, :

There are new men on the roads, 
men of a new race who were not in 
this war when it began, but are now 
on our side, men who come in their 
hundreds of thousands, but are still 
only the vanguard of a mightier army.

If we hold the enemy for the next 
few months—and they will be long and 
bloody ‘months—the American armies 
in France will so tip the wheel of fort- 
une that never again will the enerny 
jhave the initiative on the western. 
front, and, slowly perhaps, but very 
surely, with this great -aid to the 
French and British arms, the strength 
and spirit of the German war machine 
will be sapped and shattered. 

We must gain thoge few months at 
all cost and spoil the enemy’s plan to 
reach a decision before that time, for 
the American troops in France will 
then, if not before, be ready to strike 
on a wide front, as a day or two ago 
-they struck at:Cantigny. ms 


Little Flag a Great Symbol. 


The little flag outside the cottage 
which I passed yesterday was the 
symbol of the great power that is be- 
hind us, and ‘further on there ,were 
living witnesses of the American army 
that is growing and spreading with 
giant stride. They are splendid to see. 
.l saw many thousands of them yes- 
terday in the. French villages where 
they. are billeted, among farmhouses 
and cottages, in fields where they 
have pitched their camps, in woods 
where they have their huts, and along 
the roads when they came marching 
with their packs. -They, are tall and 
proper men. Some. of those I passed 
were young giants of 6 foot 2 and 3, 
long, ' lean fellows with bronzed 
hatchet faces and tough, hard look. 

It is easy to tell them by a glance 
as Americans, though not easy to say 
why. Apart from their uniforms with 
stiff collar and canvas gaiters—I notice 
that many of-them are taking to. the 


faces under the slouch hats that is dif- 
ferent from English. faces, different 
from Canadian faces, and quite differ- 
ent from. Australians and New ‘Zea- 
landers, though in their dress and

In contrast with the further ad- 
vance of the Getman centre, the 
French and British forces. on’ the 
wings are holding firm. The great 
highroad from Soissons to Chateau 
Thierry marks broadly tWe western 
‘limit of the offensive. 

On the northern stretch of it there 
was hard fighting yesterday. In 
morning the enemy crossed the ro 
at Hartennes and attacked westward 
with a number of tanks, but was 
checked near the hamlet of Tigny. 

Further north a _ well-known 
French division made, with its tra- 
ditional spirit, a thrust westward 
across the road and the little River 
Crise and reached the village of 
Noyant, .It-had.to fall back, but 
here, too, the-German advance was 
arrested. . - 

The Compiégne road is firmly 
held, and the disparity of forces. is 
being rapidly reduced. 

‘On the. other flank of the battle- 
field the French and British divis- 
ions stand across the hills* on- the 
other bank of the Ardre, a small 
tributary of the Vesle, from Brouillet 
to Thillois, on the northern foothills 
of the mountain of Rheims, ‘whence 
the front runs around the ruined 
city. 

This French division is the same 
that I have already cited for its de” 
termined resistance on the first day 
of the battle. Yesterday: it struck 
out from La Neuvillette along the 
canal and captured two hummocks, 
called Castalliers and De Courcy. It. 
was a bold’ effort, intended ‘to check 
the enemy rather than in the hope of 
retaining the.position:. This indeed 
proved impossible, but the French 
were slow to retire, and the lesson 
will not be lost upon their adversa-

“ They already have captured Sois- 
sops, and yesterday they extended 
their. attack northwest to Noyon and 
foreed the French back, so that. the 
ling now runs almost straight from 
Noyon.to Soissons. 

“ Around Rheims the position is still 
somewhat obscure. Probably. the Ger- 
mans already have entered Rheims. 

“ The French reported yesterday that 
the allied ine hed retired to the south 
of the canal, near Rheims, but this 
morning there was news that the 
British were resisting north of the 
city. The new development is that the 
German attempt is to extend the at- 
tack east of Rheims, where they wore 
reported attacking last night, but no 
further details have yet been received, 

“The Germans have thrown in 
every resource in ‘an effort to widen 
the salient in which they find them- 
selves by attacking its flanks, but 
on the heights to the west of Soissons 
while

and southwest of Rheims. These ef- 
forts thus far have held the German 
salient to a narrow width. 

“The situation is tery anxious, not 
only because the Germans have made 
such rapid progress, (an advance of 
twenty-six miles in four days,) but 
also because they stil] have such large

Thirty Divisions Attaekeg Seven, 

“The Germans’ big attack began 
May 27 with about thirty divisions on 
a front of thirty-five miles from 
Bermericourt to Leullly. This front 
was held by seven allied divisions, of 
which: three British were'on the right 
and four French on the left. 

“ After a. bombardment of. two 


hours, which appears to have been 


very effective in cutting our wire, the 
Germans assaulted. They overran the 
French front lines. The British held 
in their second line at first, but 
eventually were: compelled to fall back 
to conform to the French alignment, 

“The Germans advanced very rap- 
idly, crossing the Aisne, although the 
French had occupied very strong po- 
sitions here with three divisions com- 
manding. the river crossings. .

“Our transport of reserves has 
worked very-well, and there is every 
reason to hope that Germany will not 
make any further progress at this 
point, although the situation must re- 
main anxiqus as long as they have 
plenty of reserves available, The im- 
mediate future depends on what 
course the enemy adopts. 

Now a, Question of Reserves. 

“The Crown Prince has used up 
practically all his own reserves, but 
could get a few from the army corps 
to the eastward, But the great bulk 
of the German reserves are to the 
north. It remains to be seen whether 
the enemy will use them to develop a 
success toward Paris or to pursue his 
origina] intention toward Amiens, 
with the aim of cutting the allied ar- 
mies in. two, 

“The Germans have the initiative. 
The Crown Prince has on his left the 
army group under General von Gall- 
witz, and to the left of Gallwitz is 
the army group under Duke Albrecht. 
Neither of these army groups has been 
engaged. 

“Boome reinforcements for further 
efforts by the Crown Prince could be 
obtained from these armies, but the 
bulk of the German reserves are in 
Prince Rupprecht's group, to the right 
of the Crown Prince, and they are 
very formidable in strength. The en- 
emy may put them in to exploit the 
success already gained and push in 
the direction of Paris, or he may con- 
tinue his effort through Amiens, 

“The question has been much dis- 
cuesed during the last few days as to 
whether this German attack was a 
surprise to the Allies, It cannot be 
ealled a complete. surprise, for the 
fact is that the concentration in the 
Laon area was well known. But un- 
til a day or two before the hattle we 
had no indication that an attack on a 
big scale wags impending, The Ger- 
mans deserve full credit for maintain-

Cites Allies’ Disadvantages. 

‘The Allies have these disadvan- 
tagés: First, they are inferior im num-. 
bers; second, they are acting on ex- 
terior Hines; third, they have many 
vulnerable points; fourth, north of 
‘the Somme they have little foot in 
which to manoeuvre. 

“It is not fair to blame the high 
command when the Allies have inher- 
ently an unfavorable strategic posi- 
tion. If it is said that the high com- 
mand placed three tired British divis- 
fons on an exposed part of the front, 
‘it must be remembered that this dis. 
position was made with full agreement 
of the British Headquarters. 

“ Questions such as the bases of 
supply and communication have to be 
taken into account in the employment 
of troops. Until fresh reserves of the 
Germans have been engaged some- 
where, the situation must continue 
anxious. 

“On the other hand, the attack of 
the past week has not been so ge- 
rious as on some other points in the 
allied line, because we -have more 
room to manoeuvre and can better af- 
ford to fall: back. 

“ Another thing that must always be 
considered is that the Germans are 
rapidly using up their effectives. Thus 
far they probably have employed 
forty-five divisions in the present at- 
tack, of which twenty-nine have been 
identified,” 

A previous statement from the same 
source gaid; 

“Ts this the enemy’s main attack? 

“ He probably did not know when he 
initiated it whether it would prove to 
be a subsidiary or leading operation. 
It must be remembered that the enemy 
has three great geographical ob- 
jectives as mean; toward his great. 
objective of destroying the Franco- 
British Armi the Channel porta, 
separation of the allied armies by an 
attack through Amiens, and an attack 
on Paris. 

“In the present operations he Js 
doing all possible to develop his 
initial success by attacks both on the 
centre and on the flanks of the salient. 
He has achieved considerable success 
in the centre, but on the flanks the 
French are holding well on the heights 
west of Soissons and the British are 
similarly fighting hard on the heights 
around Rheims.

“ No review of the past week would 
be c plete without mention of the 
fine exploit of the American troops 
in the capture of Cantigny.

FEELING AGAINST THE POPE 


His. Intervention to Save Cologne 
but Not Paris. Brings Cen- 
- ‘gure— London Aroused Too.

PARIS, May 31.—For. the first time 

since the beginning of the war, revenge 

has an important Place today in. the 
speech in Paris because of the airplane 
and long-range gun attacks ‘on Corpus 

Christi Day.

behalf of Cologne without: .stipulating 
also that the Germans cease their at- 


“| tacks on. the holy day, 


‘Whatever potential power the Pope is 
supposed to have as a peacemaker later 
on is, greatly lessened in French public 
opinion in the last twenty-four hours. 
Rightly or wrdéngly the Pope is more 
than éver exposed to a charge of sym- 
pathy for Austria as-against the Allies.. 

Paris people went to church yesterday 
thinking themselves safe because the 
Germans, through the Pope, had begged 
England not to bomb Cologne on the 
holy day: England consented. Paris 
took it for granted that she also would 
have a day of immunity from long- 
range bombardment and aerial attack. 
It was a cruelly false hope. Shelling 
and bombing were worse than: usual. As 
on Good Friday a church was hit by a 
long range shell which exploded on the 
high altar shortly after the evening 
service’ began, when the edifice was 
crowded. The name of the church 
may not be given, as it would afford the 
enemy accurate information in the di- 
rection of big gunfire. But it was.one 
of the most cherished**in Paris: Its 
name is a household word throughout 
the world. 

Feeling in America at.the time of the 
Lusitania sinking is repeated in Paris 
with great intensity. Grief over dam- 
age to. the church and the foss of lives 
by last night’s air raid over the suburbs 
is supplemented by anger and chagrin 
at having been fooled by the implied 
German promise on. Corpus ‘Christi Day: 

France supposed her-capacity for sur- 
prise at German treachery had been 
exhausted, and .yesterday began with 
an unusual sense of security and safety 
for twenty-four hours. The false hope 
was shared by Americans in Paris at- 
tending their Memorial Day services at 
several churches. 

It was one of these churches that was 
hit by a shelly Nothing further is left 
in the way of treachery or cruelty that 
Germany can do to surprise the French. 
Hence the call for revenge, The Gov- 
ernment is urged by press and public 
to turn the French aviators loose over 
German towns by day and night to 
avenge Good Friday and’ Corpus Christi.

MATHEMATICS LOCATES 
_ GERMAN SUPERCANNON 


Officers Figured Direction and 
Distance from Paris by Two 
Holes Made by One Shell. 


The location of the great German guns 
that opened the first bombardment of 
Paris was a feat of mathematics worked 
out with the aid of two holes which a 
single shell made in passing through a 
metal awning and then through a glass 
one in a factory in Paris, it was stated 
yesterday by Chester M, Wright, form- 
erly the editor of The New ork Call, 

who was a member of the American 
Labor Mission; which has just returned 
from Europe. 

The two awnin were. several; feet 
apart, and the relation of one:to the 
other gave perfect data on the course 
which the shell had taken as it ap- 
proached the earth. In most cases the 
falling shells tofe wide gaps through; 
the walls’ and often destroyed’ the 
evidence goncerning the direction of 
their flight when oT. exploded. But 
in this case the shell. passed through 
the awnings as.if they were sheets of 
paper, er clean, sharply defined 
apertures. After these had been meas- 
ured to the one-thousandth part of an 
inch and the direction of the shell’s fall 
exactly established, the earlier career 
of the shell became a problem on paper. 
By ‘applying ._ the ‘laws P et A pimec the 
flight of projectiles, re allowing for’ 
wind and the state of the atmosphere 
and other considerations, Treach artil- 
lery officers were able to follow back 
the course of the shell to the mouth of 
the cannon in the Forest’of St. Gobain 
after which it was speedily demolished 
by French artillery

They had been warned in 
good time by the military authorities, 
they said, and had been able to effect 
the removal of their most cherished

There had been no Shelling, but 
some refugees from the towns spoke 
of night raids by German aircraft.

appointed under the orders issued and 
made public téday, These objectors 
consist of men. who were drafted but 
who have refused ‘to perform military 
service or to accept the alternative of 
perfofming noncombatant duties. 

The’ members of the board, which 
will personally interrogate the segre- 
gated men, are Major Richard C. Stod- 
dard of the Judge Advocate General's 
Office, Chairman of the board; Julian 
W. Mack of Chicago, a Federal Judge, 
and Dean H. F. Stone of the Columbia 
University Law School, New York 
City. The members of thisboard. will 
visit the camps where the conscientious 
objectors are now segregated. 

In making public the Sécretary’s new 
order the War Department also author- 
ized this statement today: 

, “Special provision is made by which 
objectors, who are held to be sincere in 
their attitude, may be furloughed with- 
out pay from the Government for agri- 
cultural service. These men must agree 
not to accept for their labor a greater 
sum than the pay of a private plus sub- 
sistence. 

‘* Conscientious objectors, though their 
numbers have been relatively small, 
have presented a problem to the War 
Department, and the present: instruc- 
tions are based upon several months of 
study. Among some of the objectors an 
impression prevails that they may, in 
the near future, be discharged from mil- 
itary service, and relieved from respon- 
sibility to the Government as a result 
of their attitude. Such is not the fact, 
and under’ no. circumstances will this 
action be taken in the case of men 
othérwise competent to perform military 
servicc. 


Rights ef C i Respected 


“Their rights of individual conscience 
will be respected, but in justice to the 
sceldiers who are willing and anxious to 
risk their lives in defense of the right 
men refusing to perform any service 
whatever under the provisions bd the — 
lective Service act cann xpect 
avoid the responsibility ag Ps pttitude 
which is shared by only an extremely 
small: proportion of their fellow coun- 
trymen, much-less expect to receive any 
privileges not accorded to others. 

‘ The ‘Selective Service act makes pro- 
vision for the assignment to noncom- 
batant military service of members of 
religious bediés Mas in sg to 
‘war. In certain stances the church 
in question specifies that obedience to 
any military order, whether given by a 
compa commander or by a surgeon 
in the Hospital, involves a departure from 
the tenets*of the church, and in many 
cases individtial objectors have stated 
that the sam onclusion prevents their 
acceptance of the alternative of non- 
combatant service offered’ by the terms 
of the Presidential order of Marchi 20. 
For this reason the new instructions 
have been drawn in such a> way as to 
provide the greatest generosity of treat- 
ment to the men whose sincerity is 
proved , while keeping the strictest 
oe aga ainst giving an opportunity to 
the slacker or malingerer. 

TEXT OF THE ORDER. 


The text of the order issued by the 
Secretary of War follows: 

1. The Secretary of War directs that 
instructions substantially as follows be 
sent to all commanding officers cor- 
cerned: 

1. By the terms of the Presidential 
order of March 20, 1918, men reporting 
at the training camps under the pro- 
visions of the Selective Service law who 
profess conscientious scruples against 
warfare are given an opporttnity to 
select forms of service ie signat by 
the President to be- noncombatant in 
character. By drrection of the Secre- 
tary of War dated April 22, 1918, in- 
structions were issu by this office, 

April 27, 1918, to try by céurt-martial 
those declining to accept such noncom- 
batant service; (a) whose attitude in 
camp is defiant; (b) whose sincerity is 
questioned ; (c) who are active in propa- 
ganda.

itary direction, duties which he states 
to be contrary to the dictates of his 
conscience, shall. he: receive punitive 
treatment for such: conduct. 

No man who fails to report at camp, 
in accordancé with the instructions of 
his local board, or who, having re- 
ported, fails to make clear upon his ar- 
rival his decision to be regarded as a 
conscientious objector, is entitled to 
the treatment outlined above. 

In the assignment of. any soldier to 
duty, combatant or noncombatant, the 
War Department recognizes no distinc- 
tion between service in the United 
States and service abroad. 

That the Commanding General, 
Central Department, be instructed to 
advise; the commanding officer, Fort 
Leavenworth, Kansas, in accordance 
with the foregoing and direct him to 
take the necessary action for the recep- 
tion and segregation of these men, and 
to co-operate with the Board of Inquiry 
in disposing of thier cases.

fists: still active in Bngland. 

William Short, President of the Wash- 
ington Staté. Federation of Labor, of 
Seattle, said that the English labor 
leaders, who were. for a war till vic- 
tory regardless of the cost, Were now 
in an impregnabte position With the 
laboring ‘classes, lafgely because of the 
fact that Samuel Gompers had swung 
labor in -Amerioa into a soli@ group 
supporting’ a. war- without limit. He 
said: 

** With all dite respect to the brillian 
leadership. of Jabor in England,” he 
said; ‘it is my conviction that if they 
had had at. the helm a statesman of the 
calibre of Samttel Gompers, the Labor 
Party would now be in control and 
England would have a war-to-the-end 
Labor Administration. ; This is the 
opinion of -many -of. the Hingliah labor 
leaders themselves. The rank snd file 
of the laboring. classes feel ‘that: their 
power, great as it is, would be far 
greater if théy had had from the be- 
ginning an undivided leadership, fight- 
ing pacifism wherever it showed its 
head. The labor leaders, who have 
vacillated on this subject, have greatly 
weakened théir position with labor to- 
day, which is 9 per cent. for a war 
until Germany is crushed, with 5 per 
cent. or less in favor of peace by nego- 
tiation. 

“They all admire the way Gompers 
began fighting pacifism from the be- 
ginning and subordinated all minor 
issues to the crushing of Germany. 
Wherever we went, in nee as’ well 
as in England, every one toasted ‘ the 
grand old man of labor’_as he is 
-known. The fact that labor in_ this 
country is free ‘from pacifism, and that 
it is in an undtvided and uncompromis- 
ing state of mind which it took labor 
in England three years to achieve, is 
attributed almost entirely to Mr. 
Gompers. 

“There is no pacifism among the 
women workers in England, and no 
word”of praise is too high for the great- 
ness of their spirit. Nearly all have 
lost some. one at the front, and they 
are in deadly earnest. It is unforget- 
table to see factories in wi':h 6,000, 
8,000, or 10,000 women are doing the 
heaviest kind of work ‘and doing it 
cheerfully.

Colonel Bruce, who visited the hos- 
pitals in France two weeks ago, said 
that General. Sir Arthur. Sloggett, Di- 
rector General of the British Medical 
| Service, had requested him to tell the 
American people how muth he appre- 
ciated the valuable hélp that the Amer 
ican surgeons and nurses had rendered 
to the British sick and wounded. 

“The General was Anxious,” Colonel 
Bruce continued, “ to. give recognition 
to the gallantry and heroism of thé 
American medical officers and nurses 
serv 
mended them for honors, but regula- 
tion of their Government prevented the 
decorations being accepted. Nothing 
that we can do Is too good. for the 
American doctors and nurses serving 
with us. 

“The surgeons have willingly taken 
their places alongside our officers ut- 
der fire and have as a consequence 
suffered casualties in teh same pro- 
portion as our own doctors and nurses. 
In the recent offensive on the western 
front, although there weré serious dif- 
ficulties to Overcomé .on account of the 
rapidity of the\rmovements of the troops, 
rere cared for and with 
few exceptions were all evacuated from 
the’ casudlty clearing stations before 
the enemy advanced. The doctors and 
nurses escaped although many of them 
had to go on foot-after they had sent 
the wounded’away in the ambulances 
to safety. . Unfortunately there . were 
some casualties among the surgeons, 
who .were operating on the wounded 
under a heavy fire. 

‘“* During my visits to France I saw 
many regiments of American troops 


brigaded with the British at the front, . 


and was deeply impressed’ with their 
manly, determined, and soldierly bear- 
ing. Although they have only been in 
the war Zone for a comparatively short 
period, the Americans Showed that they 
realized the task in front. of them, and

tries with which you are familiar 
*New Guinea, which before the war 
was divided into three rts, held by: 
Holland, Germany, and Australia, is as 
large as Cuba, the Philippines, and the 
greater part of Japan; all taken to- 
gether. And this great, rich island is 
within a gtone's throw of Australia! It 
is much nearer to Australia than is Tas- 
mania, one of the States e Com- 
monwealth,. d studded around dbout 
New Guinea are dozens of 8 Her isl- 
ands which stretch out forming a part 
of one of these belts which run parallel 
with the coast of Australia. 


Must Control Islands. 


““ What would your attitude be toward 
any predatory power that claimed terri- 
tory so near to your own shores? Now, 
the position of Australia is such that it 
is essential. to its territorial integrity 
that it should either control these 
islands itself or that they should be in 
the hands of friendly and civilized na- 
tions.. For they stand in the same re- 
lation to Australia as, say Mount Kem- 
mel does to Ypres, Amiens to Paris, or 
as Calais and the -Channel ports do to 
England.

Eastern Railroads, resigned the Presi- 
dency. yesterday of the New York Cen- 
tral. Railroad and of 125 subsidiary 
railroads and terminal corporations. 
The Board of Directors elected W. K 
Vandérbilt, Jr., to succeed him. 

Mr. Vanderbilt will not succeed A. H. 


Smith as the executive manager of the/ 


New York Central and the other roads 
for the Federal Government. It has 
been stated in dispatches from Wash- 
ington and is generally understood that 
the appointee of Secretary McAdoo will 
be Patrick EH, Crowley, now Vice Presi- 
dent of the-New York Central. Mr. 
Crowley represented the New York 
Central in the negotiations carried on 
between the Board of Managers and 
the. railroad brotherhoods during the 
wage disputes of the last two years. 
Mr. Crowley will resign as Vice Prest- 
dent if the appointmént to operate the 
New York Central lines for the nation 
fails on him. a 

Mr. Smith's resignation followed the 
order of Director General McAdoo re- 
quiring that Federal Admfnistrators of 
regional railroad systems and of single 
lines should separate themselves from 
railroad interests under Federal con- 
trol in their torritory.. Mr. Smith's 
success. “in managing the New York 
Central had been such that he had for 
years been allowed: by the Roard of 
Directors to have complete control, and 
he was regarded as an absolute mon- 
arch within his railroad domain. 

Mr, Smith was appointed Regional Di- 
rector by Director Gen@ral McAdoo on 
Dec. 28 of last year, immediately after 
the roads were taken under Federal 
control, and was the first Regional Di- 
rector to be named. In addition to run- 
ning the New York Central and its sub- 
sidiaries he had control for the Govern- 
ment of the largest aggregation of rail- 
roads ever placed under the operating 
control of a single man. His region con- 
sisted of more than 100 companies and 
80,000 miles of main lines, which carried 
more than one-half of the railroad ton- 
nage .of the country. When this was 
placed under his control he faced the 
most difficult railroad problem that ever 
existed in this country, with a coal 
shortage, freight congestion, and an un- 
precedented run of bad weather. 

Mr. Smith’s Record. 


One of Mr. Smith's first steps was to 
prevail upon the Government to abolish 
priority orders, which practical railroad 
men asserted to be the basis of the 
freight congestion, the shipping tieup 
in American harbors and confusion on 
the railroads. This was followed by a 
policy of placing an embargo on ship- 
ments except to holders of ‘‘ consignee 
permits,” which proved that the re- 
ceiver of freight had a ship or ware- 
house room waiting for the shipment, 
so that new freight could not be added 
to ‘the.

THIS CITY’S POSTAL. SERVICE. 

A spokesman for the Post Office De- 
partment on Wednesday charged the 
New York Merchants’ Association 
with unfairness in its criticism of the 
postal service throughout the United 
States, as shown by tests with thou- 
sands of letters, sent to many cities. 
The facts and figures were so abun- 
dant and specific that they are not to 
be avoided by an attack upon the good 
faith of the statements. The Post Of- 
fice has its own point of view, and is 
entitled to express it. When the Post 
Office produces facts and figures con- 
tradictory of the Merchants’ Associa- 
tion, equal attention will be paid to 
them. Meanwhile, the statements of 
the Merchants’ Association stand un- 
answered, although impugned by 
those Whom they condemn, as is nat- 
ural. 

But this week the Merchants’ Asso- 
ciation makes further detailed charges 
respecting the postal tubes in this city 
which are equally worth attention by 
the Post Office Department. The as- 
sociation supplies an affidavit by 
Groner A. GakDNEB, formerly an As- 
sistant Superintendent of the Railway 
Mail Service, and a member of the de- 
partment’s committee of inquiry into 
the tube service throughout the coun- 
try, and especially in New York. Mr. 
GARDNER deposes that he resigned his 
duties on the department’s committee 
because of the perfunctory and preju- 
diced methods of the investigators 
who condemned the tubes on behalf. of

do not stand unsupported. Commit-’ 
tees of Congress have reached similar 
conclusions, but in less convincing 
form. Three Senators signed a state- : 
ment: challenging the truth of the de- 
partment's statements, and supporting 
their findings by experts who exam- 
ined and reported upon the work of 
the tubes. That was in 1915, and the 
department has not’ reformed since. 
On the contrary, as the case against it 
gathets strength with lapse of time, 
the procedure increasingly is. to im- 
pute motives and to ignore facts. 

The entire country has a grievance 
against the Post Office, but New 
York’s grievance is greatest: The 
Post Office makes greater profits in 
this city than it does in the entire 
country, if it can be said really to 
make any true profits on a real ac- 
counting. Yet the ‘department will 
not, if it can help it, allow this. city to 
have the use of tubes which are said 
to carry 10,000,000 of the city’s 20,- 
000,000 letters daily. The department 
does not produce evidence of dissatis- 
faction with the tube service any- 
where, and there is almost. unlimited 
evidence of satisfaction to all except 
to the Post Office. Yet New York is 
to be deprived of its tubes, which earn 
their keep so handsomely, if the de- 
partment can manage it. : 

Why does the Post Office act with 
such an appearance of malice toward 
New York? Can it be that this city is’ 
punished because the Merchants’ As- 
sociation asserts facts so difficult of 
disproof that the Post Office takes its 
revenge instead of reforming the con- 
ditions complained of? Why not have 
a Congressional investigation which 
shall investigate, and explain the de- 
partment’s inexplicable action, and not 
register a predetermined decision? A 
decision on the merits is all that is 
asked, but the merits cannot be

A NATIONAL ANTI-POLLUTION 
LAW. 

The pending River and Harbor bill 
contains a clause forbidding the pollu- 
tion of navigable waters which is so 
clearly patterned upon the New York 
law that a chapter from New York 
experience is worth citing. . When 
Mr. HueueEs was Governor he exacted 
an agreement from the New York of- 
fenders against cleanliness that they 
would alter their offensive procedure 
in six. months. It was the hard- 
est sort of work to get their promise 
to reform, and they protested that it 
would be excessively costly, Instead 
of its costing them anything, the 
same protestants are now selling the 
products of their wastes for $55 a 
ton, with an unlimited demand for use 
in fron“ foundries. Other recovered 
products of wastes are selling at va- 
rious prices per gallon for use as a 
road binder, for tanning leather, and 
other processes of manufacture. An- 
other. by-product is used in hospital 
work, and alcohol is produced from 
the wastes of mechanical pulp refuse. 

It took years to convince our manu- 
facturers that acids and gases had 
market value, although their strength 
was such that it corroded the paint 
on ships, and even of houses along 
the polluted rivers of New Jersey. 
The engineers of the War Department 
are now making a similar discovery | 
regarding the corrosive discharges into 
Federal waters. Their investiga- 
tions were confined mostly to the 
Monongahela, Allegheny and Ohio 
Rivers, and they assert that the mines, 
coal washers, and mills discharge into 
those rivers. 6,500 tons of acids each 
day. ’ ‘ 
These acids damage the hulls and 
boilers ef stéamboats and submerged 
parts of Government locks anti dams. 
Fixtures which ought to have re- 
mained almost as good as new are 
found after a few years to be nearly 
useless, and to require renewal. 
Boilers which used to last twenty 
years, under recent conditions of pollu- 
tion last only ten years. This single 
item in this comparatively small dis- 
trict amounts to $25,000 a year. Gov- 
ernment locks and dams are injured 
on ene river $25,000 a year, on an- 
other $82,000. These are official 
calculations, leading up to the con- 
clusion: “The proper conservation 
“of purely Federal interests requires 
“ legislation by means of which this 
“ evil may be limited and corrected.” 

It may be added that in this year. 
the pollution should especially be 
stopped, because these polluting 
wastes abound with products useful 
in war. The stoppage of the pollu- 
tion will rather aid than interfere with 
the manufacture of war essentials, 
and will:make money fer those com- 
pelled to reforms which their own 
sense of decency and economy ought 
to impose without legislation. It is 
i@ie to say that pure water is an im- 
possibility. There are trout in the 
Thames, although the works and pop- 
ulation along its banks are worse than 
along our Hudson. That the stoppage 
of pollution makes progress is at- 
tested by the return of North ‘River 
shad this year. They.are better worth: 
talking about than the Thames trout, 
for they have food and market values,

the heads of railroad shopmen’s or- 
ganizations, “ cannot be coerced 6r in- 
timidated by any of its employés.” 
Yet the men who “walked out” at 
Alexandria, ‘Va., and Rock Island, Ml., 
seem to have planned to intimidate 
and coerce the United States Govern- 
ment. They could not have miscon- 
eeived their status. They knew that 
a Board of Railroad Wages and Work- 
ing Conditions, composed equally of 
representative labor men end repre- 
sentative railroad officers, had been 
| created to hear petitions and com- 
plaints and redress grievances, if any 
existed. They had greeted with sat- 
isfaction, indeed with rapture, the 
announcement of the Director General 
that $300,000,000 was te be appro- 
priated to increase the wages of rail- 
road employés, the money to be pro- 
vided by increases of freight and pas- 
senger rates, which the people of the 
United States would have to pay. 

And, finally, these striking machin- 
ists understood that the railroads hed 
been taken over as a war measure 

and that it was as much their duty to 
stick to their posts in the industrial: 
army as it was the duty of American 
soldiers to stay. in the trenches and‘ 
fight the battles of their country, 
though they died on the field. 

As Mr. MCADoo told the heads of 
the labor organizations, so that they 
would reason with the recalcitrants, 
the strike of the machinists has made 
“a very painful impression on the 
public mind.” It amounts to resent- 
ment. Millions of people who are not 
as well paid as the railroad shopmen 
cheerfully make sacrifices and stint 
and save to buy Liberty bonds and 
contribute to the Red Cross; these 
people go uncomplainingly about their 
work, endure discomfort and even 
hardship, and whatever they can do 
to prove their patriotism is done in the 
same spirit that animates the soldier 
at the front. Indeed, they are all sol- 
diers in the common cause, united for 
country and victory. To them‘ the 
spectacle of these railroad machinists, 
who have become employés of the Govy- 
ernment as war workers, refusing to 
do the day’s work looks like desertion 
in the face of the enemy and flagrant 
disloyalty. 

The Director General’s address to 
the raflroad men of the country will be 
seanned in vain for one dictatorial 
It is so fair, so 
reasonable, so unanswerable: in its 
logic, that it should be posted in every 
railroad shop and terminal in the coun- 
try. So completé is the protection of 
the Government’s employés in their 
rights and interests that’ there can 
never be any provocation to abandon 
its service as a means of obtaining 
redress for a grievance. Ifa grievance 
should develop under the tremendous 
strain which the transportation system 
is.now undergoing, the adjustment 
board will' give the remonstrants a 
“square deal.” The war cannot be 
won decisively unless the railfoad men 
stick to the jobs and. do an honest 
day’s work. They know it, and they 
cannot malinger or desert, or in any 
way embarrass the Government, with- 
out ‘giving aid to the enemy, and that 
cannot and will not be tolerated. 


HOLLAND AND THE GERMANS. 
For the relief of Holland our Gov- 
ernment recently decided to release 
1,700,000 bushels of American wheat. 
Preparations were made for sending 
three cargoes at once, with the condi- 
tion that when the vessels left ‘our 
ports three ships of equal capacity 
should start for the United States 
from Holland, where 400,000 tons of 
Dutch shipping are lying in idleness. 
Reports from Washington on the 21st 
said the Dutch Government had been 
asked to send the three ships in ex- 
change without delay. On the same 
day came news from The Hague that 
the Governmeht there had forbidden 
the departure of Dutch ships from any 
port in Holland. Germany had re- 
fused to give safe conduct for them 
and had seized the steamship Megrez, 
chartered by the Government to bring 
a cargo of wood from Sweden. Sev- 
eral more have since been seized and 
are now in a German pert. : 
Our dispatches of the 22d frem 
Washington said ft was understood 
the Goevernment’s prohfbition 
‘would not prevent the sailihg.ef the 
three exchange ships. So far as can 
neither the 
wheat. carriers nor the ships to be 
sent in exchange for them have begun 
to cross the Atlantic. To the restraint 
imposed by official decree has been 
added fear of submarine torpedoes, 
Some say that Germany’s purpose is 
to. compel acceptance by Holland of 
harsh terms fn a new economic agree- 
ment. Unofficial reports assert that 
these Include German contre! of 
Dutch shipping after the war. _—

where. In South Dakota, it seems, they 
have a body called the State Council of 
Defense, to which the Legislature at its 
last session intrusted, apparently, power 
enough to do about anything that comes 
within the large domain suggested by its 
name, At any rate, this council has 
just issued an order that has the 
force of a law, and the order is to 
the effect that in South Dakota, until 
further notice, no church services shall 
be conducted in the German language, 
no speaker or lecturer shall use it in a 
public address, and no school of any 
sort, public or private, shall employ it as 
a@ means of instruction or expression. 

In Iowa even more far-' ng prohi- 
bitions against German have been issued 
in the shape of a proclamation by Gov- 
ernor Harpine, duly signed, sealed, and 
delivered. This document: not only con- 
tains all the bans imposed by the South 
Dakota Council of Defense, but it adds 
several others. They include commands 
that nobody shall talk German in trains, 
street cars, or other places of public as- 
semblagé or in communication by. tele- 
phone. 

In neither State has there been'an ex- 
plicit declaration that newspapers shall 
not be printed in the German ‘language 
within the State boundaries or imported 
from outside. Just why the exception 
was made it is hard to understand. 

That action so drastic should have 
been taken in these States is somewhat 
surprising, and still more surprising is it 
that the action should have been taken 
without exciting any audible protests 
from the many people of. German birth 
or near descent who live in these two 
States. Evidently the West, or that 
part of it, at least, no longer thinks 
of thé war as something of no great in- 
terest, thousands of miles away. That 
idea, if the West ever had it, has been 
abandoned, and this treatment of the 
German language is not the only indica- 
tion the Hast has received of late that 
perhaps, instead of having to teach the 
West the truth about the war, it might 
profit. by taking a few lessons from 
those whom it had supposed to be its 
rather backward pupils.

Is Much nomical wisdom, has 
Like Work. taken pains to warn all 
and sundry amateur war 
gardeners that there is more to the rais- 
ing of even the smallest crop of vege- 
tables than the digging up of a piece of 
ground, the dropping therein of some 
seeds, and then sitting down or going 
about. other business till the time comes 
for gathering the harvest. 

Gardening *is. not as easy as that. 
Plants of all kinds require food just as 
much as animals.do, and while those of 
the sort called ‘‘ weeds ’’ are hardy, vig- 
orous, and self-reliant enough to flour- 
ish unassisted almost anywhere, that is 
not true of any species welcome in gar- 
dens. All these have been coddled, pro- 
tected, and diverted from attending to 
what may be called their own private in- 
terests through so many centuries of do- 
mestication that they are now lamen- 
tably unfitted for survival in the struggle 
for existence. If left to themselves, they 
are a helpless lot, and either die after 
the briefest of fights against competing 
neighbors or else they degenerate into 
what, from the human point of view, is 
complete worthlessness. In some cases 
the change is reversion, not degenera- 
tion, but the difference is appreciable 
enly to the botanist. Under either name 
it means no crop. —_ 

The farmer and the professional mar- 
ket gardener know how little Iikely is 
the amateur to give to his hopefully 
started little vegetable plot the unremit- 
ting attention by which alone any of its 
crops can be brought to the table in 
edible condition..

A Teacher Finde His Boys Do Learn 
Something. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Will you permit me to take up the 
cudgels in defense of the modern lan- 
guage teachers? Recently there ap- 
peared in ‘Toes the following two 
statements, written by different per- 
sons: ie 

Language teaching in the public schools 
is, and of necessity must be, little better 
than 4 farce. 

At least 99 per cent. of odr high school 
boys or’ girls, with the present perverse 
and faulty method of teaching foreign 
languages if uss in our schools, fever 
Teach that stage where they could really 
enjoy, their Heine, Maupassant, Cervantes, 
or Dante in the original. 

ow, from these quotations it would 

appear that modern language teaching 
is a free target for any man’s ridicule. 
Leaving aside the accuracy of the ‘‘ 99 
per cent.,”” I should like to ask, what 
is demanded of modern language in- 
struction? Are we expected to make 
American boys into native Frenchmen 
in two. or three years? I am a teacher 
of French. I knéw that boys inthe 
French classes of our school cah, in 
spite of the assertion quoted above, read 
French authors: in’ the origingl with 
pleasure. They can, after two years of 
study, read the French newspapers with 
ease. They can carry on simple con- 
versation in French. Many of them 
have recently had much pleasure in 
frequent and long talks with the French 
sailors whose acquaintance they have 
made on the streets. They have writ- 
ten letters to the French orphans for 
whose support they have contributed, 
letters which compare favorably with 
the English letters written in reply by 
the French boys. 

If these are insignificant results, I 
should like to ask whether they are any 
less satisfactory than the results’ ob- 
tained in other fields of instruction. 
Is the modern language teaching less 
effective than other teachings? If a 
boy after studying French for five 
hours’ a week for two years or three: 
can’t “really enjoy his Maupassant in 
the original,” which I deny, can’ he 
either, after his study of mathematics, 
qualify as a finished mathematician? 
Or do our teachers of science turn 
out,:or expect to turn out, expert chem- 
ists' and physicists? Can even our 
English ‘teachers produce results that 
will satisfy the ordinary business em- 
ployer? And in Latin and Greek, which 
the writer of one of the above quota- 
tions would have replace the modern 
languages in the schools, what has been 
the situation? Hag it not been notori- 
ously true that teaching of the classics 
has signally failed te produce even 
the most meagre results? How many 
have been the students, even in the 
Palmy days of classical instruction, 
when Latin was studied year after year 
with the utmost intensity, who could 
even read a Latin book when they got 
through, to say nothing of writing 
creditable Latin? 

No, tf‘modern language instruction is 
ineffective, then all secondary teaching 
is equally so. As a matter of fact, in 
no line of ‘teaching has there been 
greater advance than in just that of 
the modern languages... The trouble is 
that. our critics demand too much of 
the secondary school. They expect re- 
suits which would do credit to the col- 
lege.

LONDON, May 31.—The greater part 
of today’s proceedings in the trial of 
Noel Pemberton-Billing; M. P., on the 
charge of libeling Maude Allan, dancer; 
and J. T. Grein, manager of the Inde- 
pendent Theatre, was taken up with 
cross-examination of Captain’ Harold 
Sherwin Spencer as to his testimony 
yesterday that German secret agents 
kept’ a book’ containing the names of 
47,000 British alleged to be addicted to 
vice, whom Germany held in fear of ex- 
posure. 

Captain Spencer said that he had re-

Giolitti returned to power .as_ the 
Premiers ‘respectively of Great Britain, 
France and Italy.

‘General James 8. Clarkson, former 
Surveyor of the Port of New York, and 
a Republican ‘leader whose public career 
lasted more than forty years, died yes- 
térday at the home of his son, Harold 
R. Clarkson; 203 North Seventh Street, 
Newark, N. J. With him when he ‘ex- 
pired was his wife; Mrs. Anna Howell 
Clarkson.. ‘General. Clarkson went to 
Newark from his home, Sleepy Hollow 
Farm, at Tarrytown, on May 16, and 
the following day celebrated his seventy- 
sixth birthday. 

Before his retirethent from public of- 
fice in 1910 General Clarkson had: been 
a member. of the Republican National 
Committee for twélve years, during two 
years of which he served as Chairman 
of the Executive Committee... He was 
also interested in : railroading in th 
West, having organized and served 
President of the companies which. buil 
the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy -and 
Wabash Railroads into Des Moines, 
Iowa. 

Notwithstanding -his long and _ close 
association with the Republican Party, 
his son, Grosvenor B. Clarkson, said 
yesterday that.General Clarkson was an 
emphatic supporter of President Wilson 
in the prosecution of the war, and had 
held aloof from Republican criticism of 
the Administration. 

During his career as Surveyor, from 
1902 until 1910, General Clarkson insti- 
tuted many reforms in the Customs Sery- 
ice. He was a constant visitor to every 
wharf and warehouse where his subor- 
dinates were working, ani came to know 
each of -the officials personally. His 
recommendations included an automatic 
weighing system and larger and, quicker 
methods of expediting cargoes of dutia- 
ble goods. He stopped different systems 
of frauds in his department, and thus 
saved the Government much loss. 

James 8. Clarkson came of a family of 
journalists, his father, Coker Fifield 
Clarkson, a friend of Henry Clay und 
William Henry Harrison, and bis 
grandfather having been editors before 
him. General Clarkson himself was 
editor and owner of The Iowa State 
Register, now The Register and: Leader, 
at Des Moines for nearly thirty years, 
and made the.paper a political power 
in Iowa. He was born at Brookfield, 
Ind., May 17, 1842. 

From 1856 to 1862 he established and 
operated a twenty-eight-mile section of 
the “‘ Underground Railway,” and helped 
more than 6500 slaves fromm Missouri, 
Arkansas, and Texas into Canada. 
During his editorship General Clarkson 
was sent by his State for six successive 
times as Delegate.at Large to Re- 
publican National Conventions. From 
1871 to. 1877 he served as Postmaster 
of Desc Moines, and in 1889 and 1890 was 
First Assistant Postmaster General. He 
refused a mission to Switzerland under 
Grant and two Cabinet portfolios from 
President Harrison, mainly because he 
had sunk his personal fortune in pre- 
vious campaigns and could not afford 
the expense of such positions. 

General Clarkson had ‘been a close 
friend and supporter of J. G Blaine, 
and played a prominent part in the con- 
vention that nominated Blaine in , 
In. the next convention he swung the 
forces that brought about the nomina- 
tion of Harrison. After he mov 
New York in the 80s, General Clark- 
60n became President of Sid , ae York 
and New Jersey Bridge Co any. He 
was President of the Towa. ciety in 
New ‘York from 1907 to 1910. 

Gonetet Clarkson is survived by three 
sons, rold, Grosvenor 
Fifield “Clarkson, General Man 
the Society of ‘Automobile Engineers 
Grosvenor is Secretary of the Councii 
of National Defense at Washington.

GOVERNOR GIVES TEXT 
OF ANTI-LOAFING EDICT 


Whitman to Call on All City and 
County Authorities to Seek 
Out Idlers. 


ALBANY, May 81.—Governor Whit- 
man today made public the text of the 
anti-loafing proclamation which he will 
issue tomorrow. 

The proclamation sets forth that the 
industries of the State related to and 
essential in. the successful prosecution 
of the war and the production, trans- 
portation, and conservation of food sup- 
plies require a large supply of labor to 
be regularly and habitually engaged 
therein. It continues: 

‘* Now, therefore, I, Charles S. Whit- 
may, Governor of the State of New 
York, * * * do hereby proclaim. that 
public exigency requires that every able- 
bodied male person between the ages of 
18 and 50 years, inclusive, be habitually 
and regularly engaged in some lawful, 
useful, and retognized business, profes- 
sion, occupation, trade, or employment, 
until the termination of the present war 
with Germany and its allies,‘or until 
the Governor by like proclamation may 
otherwise order.”’ ‘ 

The proclamation also declares that 
any able-bodied male person between 
18 and 50 years of age who refuses to 
be employed for at least thirty-six 
hours a week, or who, after unsuccegs- 
fully, seeking employment, faila to regias- 
ter with the Bureau of Employment 
of the Department of Labor, or with 
such agency as the State Industrial 
Commission may designate, within 
thirty days, or who refuses to accept 
employment assigned to him by the 
commission, or who continues »sut of 
employment for thirty days without 


having registered, is liable to a fine 
not exceeding $100. or imprisonment for 
not more than three months. 

Sheriffs and all others charged with 
the enforcement of the law are-directed 
to ‘‘seek diligently the names and 
places of residence of able-bodied males 
within their respective jurisdictions, 
between the aforesaid ages, not regu- 
larly or continuously employed,” and 
shall render to the Industrial Commis- 
sion such ‘assistance and service in
